When 7 p.m. arrived, 
only 56 Catholic residents 
had showed up. These peo¬ 
ple were given one hour to 
round up 48 more Catho¬ 
lics, so a vote would take 
place. Just after 8 p.m. the 
room was filled with 98 
Catholics, just under the 
104 required. 

“If people would like 
another chance to vote, a 
petition must be completed 
and sent to the Red Deer 
Catholic School District,” 
said Vince Ackerman, De¬ 
velopment coordinator.

Men admit attack on 
Carstairs woman

Twin 48-year-old men who 
attacked a Carstairs woman in 
her home in March will be ex¬ 
amined by a Calgary psychia¬ 
trist to determine if they were 
mentally responsible at the time 
of the offence. 

Stuart Morley Bell and 
Kenneth Ross Bell each face a 
charge of aggravated assault. 
The Crown withdrew a charge 
of attempted murder. 

The Bells appeared before 
Judge Frank Maloney in 
Didsbury provincial court Mon¬ 
day, at which time a statement 
of agreed facts was submitted 
to the judge by the Crown and 
defence. 

The statement reads, in part: 
“As the accused were departing 
the residence, one accused went 
to one side of the victim and the 
other accused went to the other 
side of the victim, carried her 
upside down a short distance 
from the entry way to an area 
referred to as the ‘den’ and 
dropped her on her head. Both 


accused then departed the resi¬ 
dence.” 

The victim suffered a com¬ 
pression fracture in her back 
as well as a muscle injury to 
her neck. She was hospitalized 
following the incident. 

The Bell brothers, who are 
out on bail, have been ordered 
to be examined by a psychia¬ 
trist at Calgary’s Peter 
Lougheed Hospital. 

Following court, Crown 
prosecutor George Combe said, 
“Basically in a nutshell what 
we are doing is we are having 
the psychiatrist prepare a re¬ 
port and then testifying in court 
to determine whether Stuart 
Bell and Kenneth Bell were 
mentally responsible for the 
offence at the time of its commis¬ 
sion”. 

“If the psychiatrist says that 
they are fit, then we will have 
pleas entered and they will be 
sentenced. If they are not, there 
will also be a disposition.” 

If convicted of aggravated 
assault the men face a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 14 years im¬ 
prisonment. 


Victim Alyce Francis said she 
continues to suffer the ill effects 
of the attack. 

“I’m still in pain and I’m still 
unable to do things that I 
should be able to do,” Francis 
said from her home Monday. “I 
guess this is one of those things 
in life when you just have to 
square your shoulders and 
make the best of it. I have great 
support from friends and 
neighbours that has carried me 
along.” 

She said she has no idea why 
the men would have wanted to 
harm her. 

Following court, defence law¬ 
yer Stephen Wojick, who rep¬ 
resents Kenneth Bell, declined 
to comment on the case. Timo¬ 
thy Foster, counsel for Stuart 
Bell, was not immediately avail¬ 
able for comment. 

The Bell brothers - Kenneth 
is from Rolling Hills, Alberta, 
and Stuart is from Carstairs - 
left the courthouse through a 
side door before they could be 
asked for comment. 

The men will be back in 
court on Dec. 14.

Kevin James Streit pleaded 
guilty Nov. 15 to a charge of pos¬ 
session of a controlled sub¬ 
stance. 

Police spotted the accused in 
his car in Bowden on Oct. 5 at 
about 11 p.m., court heard. 

When the officer became sus¬ 
picious, he followed the accused 
before pulling him over about six 
kilometres from the original lo¬ 
cation. 

The accused had a small 
amount of marijuana on his per¬ 
son. He was convicted of posses¬ 
sion in 1984 and 1985, court 
heard. 

Judge Maloney fined him 
$150. 

Youth had crack cocaine 

A Calgary youth caught with 
20 packages of cocaine in an 
Olds hotel in April has been or¬ 
dered to complete community 
service hours. 

The accused, who cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty Nov. 15 to 
a charge of simple possession of 
a narcotic. The Crown withdrew 
a charge of possession for the 
purpose of trafficking. 

At about 2 a.m. on April 13 a 
young person was spotted trying 
to open room doors at the 
Sportsman Inn Motel, 5610 - 46 
Street in Olds, court heard. 

When police were called, the 
youth was apprehended and 
lead officers to a room in the 
motel. The accused was found in 
that room along with the about 
12 grams of cocaine. 

On Nov. 10 the accused was 
convicted of possession of a 
weapon after police found him 
in possession of pepper spray, 
brass knuckles and body armour 
during a routine traffic stop 
some time before the Apr. 13 in¬ 
cident, court heard. 

For that offence he received 
six months probation and was 
ordered to complete 25 hours of 
community service. 

On the drug charge, Judge 
Maloney handed the accused an 
addition sentence of nine 
months probation, to be served 
concurrently. He also ordered 
the boy to complete 75 more 
hours of community service. 

Drunk driver crashed 
into parked vehicles 

A 20-year-old man who drove 
into two parked vehicles during 
a party near Caroline has been 
convicted of drunk driving. 

Justin Clayton Vollman 
pleaded guilty Nov. 17 to a 
charge of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 mg 
per cent. 

The accused missed a corner 
and ran into the vehicles on Oct. 
7, court heard. There were no 
injuries in the incident. 

His blood alcohol level at the 
time was 150 mg per cent. 

The judge fined him $920 
and prohibited him from driving 
for one year. 

Man lied to police 

A 31-year-old man who gave 
police a false name when he was 
picked up on suspicion of prowl¬ 
ing has been jailed. 

Jason Darryl Cotter pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 17 to charges of 
impersonation with intent, pos¬ 
session of break and enter tools, 


and failing to comply with a 
court order. 

The accused was arrested on 
Nov. 1 when a patrolling RCMP 
officer noticed him apparently 
trying to break into a car in 
Didsbury, court heard. 

A search of the man’s vehi¬ 
cle uncovered a pry bar, steel 
sheers and other tools. 

At the time of his arrest he 
gave police a false name. 

Cotter was under a court or¬ 
dered curfew at the time of the 
early morning incident. 

The judge sentenced him to 
three months in jail on each of 
the charges, which are to run 
concurrently. 


Man faces numerous sex 
charges 

A man facing four sex 
charges, including sexual as¬ 
sault with a weapon, will un¬ 
dergo a preliminary hearing 
next spring. 

The accused, who is in cus¬ 
tody on separate charges, has 
elected to be tried by Judge and 
jury in Queen’s Bench. He made 
a brief appearance in Didsbury 
Provincial Court on Nov. 17. 

The alleged offences all took 
place in the Sundre RCMP de¬ 
tachment area. 

The accused goes to prelimi¬ 
nary hearing on May 9 in 
Didsbury.

sleep.” 

Long first contacted 
mayor Dorothy Moore last 
year, and suggested to her 
that the trees that were be¬ 
ing taken out of the new 
Morris Meadow sub-divi¬ 
sion, be used to separate the 
condos better from the Town 
Shop. Nothing ever came of 
the idea, and Long is still 
not happy. 

“We want to be good 
neighbors, and we would 
hope they would want that 
too,” said Long. “We just 
want a barrier between 
them and us, and we think 
trees is the best solution. 


There is always so much 
noise and garbage.” 

In an effort to assist the 
Town, Long said they even 
offered to put the trees in, if 
the Town would supply them.

McKenna’s results 
determined that the parking 
lot between the Shop and the 
condos did not exceed two- 
foot candles of light. 
McKenna took five other 
readings around town and 


discovered, on an average 
houses had five foot candles 
of light. 

At the Council meeting, 
Council decided to look fur¬ 
ther in to the cost of trees 
and then contact Long. 

“We do not expect them to 
do it all,” said Long. “But 
we pay over $2400 in taxes 
here a year, and we are just 
asking for some trees. We 
are really trying to make our 
condos a nice place to live. It 
used to be a lot different, we 
have already done a lot to 
clean this place up. Trees will 
only make our town nicer.” 


At last week’s Town 
Council meeting, Council 
received a letter from Joy 
Long, a local resident who 
lives near the Town Shop, 
expressing her dissatisfac¬ 
tion with Shop’s current 
condition.

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Preventing Falls Among Seniors 


When seniors fall, the conse¬ 
quences can lx* severe and life al¬ 
tering. In many cases, injuries from 
falls result in hospitalization and 
affect an individual’s independ¬ 
ence. According to the Canada 
Safety Council, falls account for 
more than half of all injuries among 
seniors, and injuries resulting from 
falls are the leading cause of fatali¬ 
ties for Canadian seniors. 

The most common types of in¬ 
jury resulting from falls include 
fractures, sprains mid strains. The 
gixd news is that many of the inju¬ 
ries can be prevented by paying 
more attention to the potential haz¬ 
ards in your environment, your 
physical limitations and level of fit¬ 
ness, changes in your medical con¬ 
dition mid the effects of the medi¬ 
cations you are taking. 

You can reduce your chances of 
hilling by doing these things: Make 
your home safer. 

About half of all falls happen at 
home. To make your home safer: 

• Use rugs with non-skid 
backing. 

• Install handrails in the 
bathtub and toilet areas. 

• Use a rubber mat or non- 
skid strips in the tub and shower. 

• Leave bathroom door un¬ 
locked in case you do have a fall and 
someone needs to help you. 

• Avoid climbing to reach 
high shelves. Keep items you use 
often in cabinets you can reach eas¬ 
ily without using a step stool. 

• Clean up spills as soon as 
they happen. 

• Remove things you can trip 
over (such as papers, books, clothes, 
and shoes I from stairs and places 


where you walk. 

• Improve the light ing in your 
home. As you get older, you need 
brighter lights to see well. Have your 
health care provider review your 
medicines. 

Be awart* that medications can 
sometimes cause dizziness or other 
side effects. Road instructions mid 
warnings carefully. Consult your 
doctor or pharmacist about the pos¬ 
sible side 1 effects of the prescript ion 
or off-t he counter medications you 
take. 

Have your vision checked. 

Have regular eye examinations. 
You may be wearing the wrong 
glasses or have a condition such as 
glaucoma or cataracts that limits 
your vision. Poor vision can increase 
your chances of hilling. 

Get Active 

Given that our daily routines 
become less physicially demanding 
as we age, we can experience re¬ 
duced physical fitness, increasing 
the risk of falls. Maintaining or re¬ 
gaining physical fitness is the most 
effective falls prevention measure 
of all. Many forms of physical activ¬ 
ity including walking, gardening, 
and dancing, can help maintain the 
strength and vitality that will pro¬ 
tect us from injury. Make sure that 
your activities are appropriate to 
your abilities. Be aware of your limi¬ 
tations and iilways ask for assist¬ 
ance if you think you might need it. 

Outside: 

• Be sure to wear shoes or 
boots with good treads and rubber 
soles. 

• If you use a walking cane, 


ensure there is an ice tip on it. 

• Ensure that your sidewalk 
is cleared of snow mid ice. 

• Ensure that you pay par¬ 
ticular attention in uneven walk¬ 
ways and on stairs. 

• Bathroom: 

General Safety: 

• Have regular eye examina¬ 
tions. 

• Avoid standing on chairs 
and ladders. 

• Walk and exercise (to your 
level) regularly to stay active and 
healthy. 

• Be extra cautious when you 
are ill or tired. This is when falls 
most often occur. 

• Ensure that indoor and out- 
dcxir stairwells are well lit. 

• Install sturdy handrails on 
stairways. 

• Keep regular pathways 
clear of clutter on fkxirs and stairs. 
Keep a night light on in the bath¬ 
room and bedroom. 

Reduce the potential hazards in 
your environment: 

• Keep your home well lit. 

• Eliminate clutter. 

• Make sure your pathways 
are clear mid that you have enough 
space to move easily between fur¬ 
niture. 

• Ifyou need to use a step stool 
to reach somet hing, make sure that 
it is firmly planted and that there 
is something to hold onto with your 
hand(s) while stepping up and 
down. If you are unsure, wait for 
someone to assist you. 

• Try to keep items you need 
often on easily accessible shelves or 


in drawers that don’t require stoop¬ 
ing or climbing. 

• Wear slippers that are not 
slippery. You may also want to avoid 
slippers that seem to stick or catch 
on carpets or floors. 

• Use hand railing when go¬ 
ing up or down stairs. 

• Remove throw rugs or use 
non-slip mats under them. 

• Use non-slip mats on all 
fkxirs, piirticularly by your bath, 
shower, entrances, laundry and 
kitchen sink areas.. 

• Have grab-bars installed in 
your bath tub or shower stall, by 
someone who is trained in proper 
installation. 

• Use special caution when 
walking outdoors on wet, icy or un¬ 
even pavement. Wear a supportive 
rubber soled or low heeled shoe or 
boot and use a wiilking aid for sup¬ 
port if needed. 

• Keep the stairs and path¬ 
ways outside your home well lit, 
cleared of snow mid ice and in gtxxl 
repair. Use salt, sand or gravel on 
icy walkways. 

Respect, your physical limita¬ 
tions and level of fitness: Be aware 
of how changes in your medical con¬ 
dition may affect you: The risk of 
falling is greater for people who are 
experiencing health problems that 
cause symptoms such as dizziness, 
loss of balance, sudden weakness, 
confusion or loss of coordination. 
For example, a person with an ir¬ 
regular heart beat may be prone to 
episodes of dizziness or sudden 
weakness. In order to prevent falls 
in this instance, it’s important to 


report these symptoms and to work 
with your doctor to stabilize your 
medical condition. 

If your medical condition has 
been stabilized as much as possible, 
but the symptoms still <xcur, it’s im¬ 
portant to watch for patterns in 
when the symptoms occur so you 
can prevent or be prepared for 
them. 

Consider the following sugges¬ 
tions: 

• Meet with your doctor on a 
regular basts to have your health as¬ 
sessed and to report any recent 
changes. 

• Make sure that your activi¬ 
ties are appropriate to your abilities;. 

• Always ask for assistance if 
you think you might need it. 

• Use a walker, cane or wheel¬ 
chair as required. 

• Have your vision and hear¬ 
ing tested. 

• Wear glasses or hearing aids 
as required. 

• Use caution and move 
slowly when getting up after eating, 
lying down or resting. 

• Keep physically active to 
maintain your strength and flexibil¬ 
ity. 

• Explore ways to avoid fall¬ 
ing with your public health or 
homecare nurse, therapist or doc¬ 
tor. 

• Before purchasing any new 
prescription or nonprescription 
medications, ask your doctor or 
pharmacist how this medication 
may affect your balance and coordi¬ 
nation. 

• Ask if the medications you 
are taking will interact with any 
new medication.

All stakes at the table 


Commercial cattle rancher Delano Tolley has | 
seen some big changes in the Cold Lake area j 
since he bought his Cherry Grove quarter I 

section here almost 30 years ago. The 
growing number of families and industry 
has brought prosperity, but along with it 
increased demands on shared resources 
like water. 

So last year Tolley joined LICA and became 
a member of its Regional Water Monitoring 
Committee. "I'm concerned about ground 
water for my livestock and personal use," he says. 

LICA stands for Lakeland Industry and Community Association and is what's known 
as a synergy group. Synergy groups are typically multi-stakeholder collaborations 
made up of industry, community and regulators who come together to address 
concerns like Tolley's. "I thought it would be valuable to help, and learn all about 
agricultural water levels, industrial usage and volumes and what we can do about 
water levels," he says. 

The group got its start in 2000 when the Cold Lake Beaver River Basin was 
facing a massive update of a 1985 water management plan. Oil and gas producers 
active in the area hosted an open house and offered to develop a process that 
would include them all. Over 200 people showed up, and within ten months 
LICA opened its new office. 

"LICA works, it's good to have everyone sit down at the same table. It's 
important to us that sustainable development is done in a responsible manner 
so that the environment is not compromised," says LICA Chairman and long-time 
Cold Lake resident Ron Pernarowski.

The cows didn't even notice 


Cows continued to graze the Margaret 
Lakes area of southern Alberta while Shell 
Canada Limited completed their seismic 
survey this year. 

Shell faced a challenge when they proposed 
to complete the second phase of their two- 
year seismic survey which included the 
privately-owned Margaret Lakes area. Cattle 
share this densely vegetated space with 
deer, moose and elk as well as large 
ground-nesting birds such as herons. There 
had to be a way to minimize disturbance. 

Seismic is a first step in oil and gas exploration. Equipment sends out sound 
waves that bounce off underground rock formations to help reveal locations of oil 
and natural gas deposits. To reduce surface disturbances, helicopters are normally 
used to place the seismic equipment. But helicopter noise would have been too 
troublesome to the wildlife in the area. 

Alberta Sustainable Resource Development (ASRD), the agency responsible for 
approving seismic surveys in the province, and Shell had an alternate solution. 
Impact would be minimized by creating short segments of seismic lines using 
quieter machines called mulchers that mulch dense underbrush while leaving 
root systems intact. 

"At first it seemed counter-intuitive," says Rob Symonds, Vice President of Shell's 
Foothills business unit. "But these small segments open up the dense, bushy 
vegetation to create access for large wildlife and encourage the growth of forage 
for these animals. Over the long term it is expected to enhance habitat for larger 
wildlife." Nesting conditions for the larger birds are also enhanced. 

ASRD appreciates this kind of industry approach. John Begg, Acting Head of the 
Petroleum Land Use and Reclamation Section at ASRD says "Shell's efforts in the 
Waterton Lakes area are an example of how the footprint from seismic operations 
can be reduced, even dramatically so, through planning, the use of appropriate 
equipment and a conscious effort to minimize impacts."

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QUESTION: My little girl, Tara, is sometimes sugar-sweet 
and other times she is unbearably irritating. How can I get her 
out of a bad mood when she has not really done anything to 
deserve punishment? 

DR. DOBSON: I would suggest that you take her in your 
arms and talk to her in this manner: 

"I don't know whether you've noticed it or not, Tama, but you 
have two personalities. A personality is a way of acting and talk¬ 
ing and behaving. One of your personalities is sweet and lov¬ 
ing. No one could possibly be more lovable and happy when 
this personality is in control. It likes to work and looks for ways 
to make the rest of the family happy. 

"But all you have to do is press a little red button, 'ding,' and 
out comes another personality. It is cranky and noisy and silly. 
It wants to fight with your brother and disobey your mom. It 
gets up grouchy in the morning and complains all day. 

"Now Tara, I know that you can press the button for the neat 
personality or you can call up the unpleasant one. Sometimes 
you need help to make you want to press the right button. That's 
where I come in. If you keep on pressing the wrong button, like 
you have been today, then I'm going to make you uncomfort¬ 
able one way or the other. I'm tired of the cranky character, and 
I want to see the grinny one. Can we make a deal?" 

When discipline becomes a game, as in a conversation such 
as this, then you've achieved your purpose without conflict and 
animosity. 

QUESTION: Many of our friends have begun to home-school 
their children with seemingly positive results. My wife and I 
are considering this possibility as well, but aren’t quite sure. 
What are your views on this educational option? What would 
you do in my shoes? 

DR. DOBSON: This is a subject on which my mind has 
changed dramatically over the years. There was a time when I 
subscribed wholeheartedly to the notion that early formal child¬ 
hood education was vital to the child's intellectual well-being. 
That was widely believed in the '60s and 70s. I no longer ac¬ 
cept that idea and favor keeping kids with their parents for a 
longer time. 

Dr. Raymond Moore, author of "School Can Wait" and an early 
leader of the home-schooling movement, had a great influence 
on me in this regard. The research now validates the wisdom of 
keeping boys and girls in a protected environment until they 
have achieved a greater degree of maturity. Not only do they 
benefit emotionally from that delay, but they typically make 
better progress academically. That's why home-schooled indi¬ 
viduals often gain entrance to the most prestigious universi¬ 
ties and colleges in the country. What their parents can teach 
young children in informal one-on-one interactions surpasses 
what their little minds can absorb sitting among 25 age mates 
in a classroom. 

You asked what I would do in your shoes? If Shirley and I 
were raising our children again, we would home-school them 
at least for the first few years. 

QUESTION: Would you speak to the impact of what has 
been called "the absentee father" — especially during the tougher 
years of adolescence? 

DR. DOBSON: It is stating the obvious, I suppose, to say 
that fathers are desperately needed at home during the teen 
years. In their absence, mothers are left to handle disciplinary 
problems alone. 

This is occurring in millions of families headed by single 
mothers today, and heaven only knows how difficult their task 
has become. Not only are they doing a job that should have been 
shouldered by two; they must also deal with behavioral prob¬ 
lems that fathers are more ideally suited to handle. It is gener¬ 
ally understood that a man's larger size, deeper voice and mas¬ 
culine demeanor make it easier for him to deal with defiance in 
the younger generation. 

Many mothers raise their teen-agers alone and do the job 
with excellence, but it is a challenging assignment.
